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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

1 . Amendment filed February 09, 2006 has been entered. Claims 1-13 have been 
cancelled. Claims 14 and 16 have been amended. Claims 14-21 are pending. 

Interview Summary 

2. A telephone interview was initiated by this examiner. In the interview, it is pointed out 
that claims 14 and 15, as amended, are still anticipated by Cheng et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,500,545) of record. 

Particularly, the limitation: at least two lightly doped channel regions vertically separated 
from each other and from the substrate only by insulator layer. 

As shown in Fig. 1, Cheng teaches at least two lightly Boped channel regionsf(7/8) 
vertically separated from each other and from the substrate (1) only by insulator layer (2 or 3). 

Applicant agreed to cancel claims 14 and 15.
